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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 6, 9-11 and 16 are allowable. The restriction requirement among 
different antigen species, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 23 December 2005, 
has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention 
pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 3-5, 7 
and 8, directed to other nonelected antigen species, are no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claims require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
However, claims 12-15, directed to a vaccine adjuvant composition, are withdrawn from 
consideration because they do not require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Examiner's Amendment

Claims 1,3-11 and 1 6 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
(1) The rejection of claims 1 , 6, 9-11 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Meidenbauer etal. (2000) in view of Baxevanis et al. (1997) and 
Quinn et al. (1998) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment and arguments. The 
prior art discloses the administration of lymphocyte conditioned media (LCM) obtained 
from CD3-stimulated normal donor PBMCs (Baxevanis et al., 1997) to cancer patients 
resulting in the induction of tumor-specific cytotoxic T lymphocyte (CTL) responses. The 
prior art (Quinn et al., 1 998) also disclose the costimulation of human T-cells with anti- 
CD3 and anti-CD28 Mabs. Cross-linking the CD3 and CD28 receptors leads to cytokine 
production and lympohocyte proliferation. However, neither of these teachings suggest 
that administering LCM obtained from normal donors stimulated with anti-CD3 and anti- 
CD28 antibodies in conjunction with an antigen will lead to an antigen-specific immune 
response against said antigen. Moreover, the prior art of record does not teach or 
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suggest that anti-CD3 and anti-CD28 costimulation leads to the maturation and 
amplification of antigen-presenting dendritic cells. Accordingly, the claims are unobvious 
in view of the prior art. The adjuvant-like activities of LCM obtained from anti-CD3 and 
anti-CD28 costimulation were neither appreciated nor understood.
